Every building in the city was des- 
troyed, the governor of Cumna in- 
formed President Gomez by wirele 
adding that there were a great num- 
ber of victime 

The newspaper Universal put the 
number of dead at 25, out of the city’s 
population of about 15,000. ‘Ihe paper 
said a great number of injured per-

The earthquake severed telegraphic 
communication with the city and ac-
